Women have been the cause of war and ol 
peace.

But as these instances have gener¬ 
ally occurred under despotic governments, it would 
be hut little to my purpose to quote them; though 
le individual influence of women be not so great 
free governments, the influence of the whole 
:x is greater than jn absolute monarchies. 
“Women are the mothers of men,” arid they 
in give the tender mind an inclination to war oi 
peace which no subsequent education will entire¬ 
ly undo. But their influence docs not end with 
our infancy. Who does not see its effect on youth 
and manhood? He who lias not felt it must be 
less than man. What they approve, we 
follow;—what they condemn, we abandon. 

The more the world is Christianized and civil¬ 
ized, the more it yields to moral power and the 
less to physical force. Mind governs matter; and 
though woman he the weaker vessel so far as it 
respects physical force, in mind, they often show 
themselves to lie the strongest. 

Hitherto I have noticed the influence of the fe¬ 
male sex only as it is separate and distinct from 
that of the other sex, but when they join their in¬ 
fluence with ours, both are wonderfully increased. 
How much the world is indebted to the prayers, 
the alms, and the exertions of females! At prayer 
meetings, monthly concerts, Sabbath schools, and 
Bible and tract distributions, they often 
her us. However it may be iu largo cities, 
where rich merchants contribute their thousands 
to benevolent objects, in the country at large, the 
drops which go to make up the mighty volume of 
our streams of benevolence, are gathered chiefly 1 
by female hauds: and a great part of them from 
females themselves, who contribute to benevolent 
objects a much larger portion of their earnings 
than our sex do.

British Anti-Slaverv Society. The pro¬ 
ceedings, of this Society, at the celebration of its 
anniversary in London, on 14th day of May last, 
are furnished by the late arrivals from England. 
Lord Brougham presided, and “ made an eloquent 
and Stirl ing speecli on the occasion, in which he 
spoke earnestly against the conduct of Fiance and 
the United States, on the subject of slavery.” 
Daniel O’Connell also addressed the society, aDd 
begau hy advening to slavery iiuhe United States, 
on which country he pronounced a most bitter 
philippic, for continuing to keep in bondage the 
black population iu many of their States. “ It was 
disgusting,” said Mr. O'Connell, “to every lover 
of reason and justice and true liberty, to hear them 
hoast of their democratic principles and institu¬ 
tions, without a blush at the recollection of their 
bondmen. They were traitors to liberty, to honor, 
to consistency. They nullified the proudest sen¬ 
timent in their immortal declaration of independ- 
...i u u..,.i„..„j „n have equal, sacred, 


, which declared all 
and inalienable rights.” 

Sucli is a specimen of the remarks called forth 
from the leaders of British reform, in relation to 
this country, by the continuance of slavery in our 
land.

Oberlin Collegiate Institute. 

The anniversary of this institute will occur on 
die first Wednesday in July. The inauguration 
of Pres. Mahan, Prof. Finney, and ProT. Morgan, 
and such other professors as may he on the ground 
and prepared for induction to their offices, will 
occur on Wednesday, the anniversary day. 

At their late sitting, the trustees of this institu¬ 
tion elected a professor of Hebrew Literature and 
the History of the Jewish Church, a professor of 
Pastoral Theology and Sacred Rhetoric, a profes- 1 
sor of Law and Belles lettres, a professor of Chem¬ 
istry, &e., and a professor of Mathematics and 
Sacred Music. 

The trustees also instructed their agent to erect 
by contract, as soon as practicable, two large 
buildings for a chapel, recitation rooms, study 
rooms and dormitories for students.
